In  consigning  our  List  Number  20  to  the  hands  of  the  printer,  we  have  relaxed  for  a 
ten  minute  coffee  break  to  contemplate  the  recent  summer  months.  As  is  well  known,  July 
and  August  are  generally  months  when  people  lie  on  sand,  swim  in  Lakes,  or  take  off  in  the 
Four  Wheeled  Family  Pride  in  search  of  something  different.

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THE  LATIN  MONETARY  UNION 

Many  Collectors  of  Crowns  are  aware  that  the  Nineteenth  Century  coins  of  France, 
Belgium,  Switzerland  and  Italy  are  of  the  same  weight  and  fineness.  Probably  there  are 
some  who  do  not  realize  that  this  similarity  among  the  hive  Franc  pieces  was  not  an 
accident  and  that,  at  one  time,  these  coins  circulated  interchangeably  in  the  four  countries 
concerned.  In  addition,  it  has  always  seemed  a pity  that  the  coinage  of  hive  hranc  and 
Five  Lire  pieces  virtually  ceased  after  the  late  1870’s,  thus  depriving  us  of  ])Otential  col- 
lectable material.  Anyone  interested  in  French  coins,  for  example,  knows  how  difficult  and 
expensive  it  is  to  find  one  of  the  pattern  Five  Franc  pieces  of  1898  with  Koty  s magnificent 
figure  of  the  Sewer.  It  is  hard  not  to  wdsh  that  this  beautiful  coin  lemained  in  the  Lssai 
stage  and  never  was  subject  to  regular  issue.  The  explanation  for  this  situation  is  bound 
up  in  the  story  of  the  Latin  Alonetary  Union,  an  organization  that  has  a curious  history 
and  didn’t  come  to  an  end  until  1926.  Curiously  enough,  the  economic  development  of  the 
United  States  probably  had  more  to  do  with  the  problems  of  the  Union  and  the  cessation 
of  the  coinage  of  large  silver  coins  than  any  other  single  factor.  It  seems  woithwhile, 
therefore,  to  devote  a little  time  to  the  consideration  of  the  Latin  Monetary  Union  and  to 
explain  how  and  why  it  felt  impelled  to  stop  the  issuance  of  large  silver  coins  after  1878. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  for  centuries  silver  was  the  most  commonly  accepted 
coinage  metal  in  Western  Europe.  The  words  “Sterling  Silver  , for  example,  are  in  familiar 
use  today  to  indicate  tableware  of  the  highest  quality.  The  term  has  its  origins  in  the  old 
English  Pound  Sterling,  a weight  of  silver,  of  a fixed  alloy,  that  ncvei  varied  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes.  In  Aledicval  times  there  were  gold  coins  in  use  but  for  a long  time  there 
was  practically  no  gold  coinage  in  the  West.  The  Byzantine  gold  Solid!  were  used  for  large 
payments  by  weight  only.  In  due  course  the  Italian  cities  of  blorence  and  Venice  produced 
the  gold  Florins  and  Ducats  that  soon  were  accepted  in  all  commercial  centers.  The  suc- 
cess of  these  coins  stemmed  from  the  fact  that  they  were  of  a known  purity.  The  purity 
of  the  coins  was  most  important  because  they  still  were  used  by  weight.  The  modern  idea 
that  a gold  coin  is  worth  a certain  number  of  silver  coins  was  unknown.  Anyone  familiar 
with  Medieval  coins  knows  that  they  are  all  rather  small  by  current  standards.  The  fact 
w'as  that  the  world  supply  of  the  precious  metals  was  very  small  so  that  a lesser  (juantity 
of  either  was  required  to  purchase  goods  and  services  of  any  kind.  In  general,  the  ratio 
between  the  two  metals  was  10  to  1.  It  took  ten  pounds  of  silver  to  buy  one  of  gold.  But 
the  really  important  thing  to  remember  is  that  the  silver  standard  prevailed.  The  value  of 
gold  and  all  other  commodities  was  expressed  in  terms  of  silver. 

In  the  Sixteenth  Century,  a drastic  change  took  place.  The  opening  of  the  great  mines 
in  the  Spanish  Colonies  in  South  America  made  great  new  stocks  of  both  precious  metals 
available.  An  obvious  consequence  was  that  both  gold  and  silver  became  cheaper.  It  took 
more  of  each  metal  to  buy  the  same  goods  and  services.  We  are  not  unfamiliar  with  the 
phenomenon  today,  although  we  think  of  it  in  terms  of  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 
One  natural  result  was  the  increase  in  the  size  of  coins.  The  Dollar  was  born,  as  well  as  the 
large  gold  Doubloon.  This  increase  in  the  world  supply  of  gold  and  silver  had  another 
result.  Silver  became  commoner,  so  that  it  took  about  15  pounds  of  the  white  metal  to  buy 
one  of  the  yellow.  By  the  17th  Century,  we  find  coins  being  issued  with  legally  inter- 
changeable values.  The  Unite  of  Charles  I was  worth  20  silver  Shillings.  This  attempt  to 
keep  a fixed  relationship  between  coins  of  different  metals  never  was  a success.  The  old 
Medieval  formula  of  pricing  everything,  including  gold,  in  terms  of  silver,  did  work.  The 
coinages  of  Europe  went  through  a series  of  upheavals  because  of  this  attempt  to  make 
a “Bi-metallic  System”  function.  One  metal  kept  driving  the  other  off  the  market  as  the 
ratios  changed.  In  one  period  there  would  be  plenty  of  gold  and  in  another,  a shortage 
of  gold,  with  only  silver  coins  available  in  quantity.  We  have  already  noted  in  our  last 
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I.ist  how  this  affected  the  American  Colonies  before  the  Revolution.  Like  so  many  other 
things,  the  real  trouble  lay  in  man’s  inability  to  adjust  his  thinking  to  obvious  reality. 
Silver  was  the  traditional  money  metal.  Gold  was  required  in  all  large  business  trans- 
actions. People  simply  wouldn’t  admit  that  the  time  had  arrived  when  gold  would  have  to 
be  accepted  as  the  new  monej"  metal. 

France  was  one  of  the  great  traditional  silver  using  nations,  and  continued  to  be  so 
even  after  the  French  Revolution.  In  1803  the  Franc  was  established  as  the  monetary  unit 
and  arrangements  were  made  to  strike  both  gold  and  silver  coins.  Now  it  happened  that 
in  that  year  the  market  ratio  between  the  two  metals  was  to  1.  The  new  coinage  law 
didn’t  recognize  this  in  so  many  words  but  it  did  provide  that  a kilo  of  silver  should  be 
coined  into  200  Francs,  while  a kilo  of  gold  should  be  coined  into  3,100  Francs  - an  effec- 
tive ratio  of  15^^  to  1.  Between  1820  and  1850,  however,  the  market  ratio  changed  to  15.8 
to  1.  In  commercial  terms  this  meant  that,  while  a kilo  of  gold  coins  would  buy,  officially, 
3,100  Francs  in  silver  coins,  a kilo  of  gold  bullion  would  buy  15.8  kilos  in  silver  bullion  that 
could  be  taken  to  the  mint  and  coined  into  3,160  Francs.  The  60  Franc  profit  was  worth  it 
to  a Big  Operator,  and  there  were  plenty  of  them.  This  meant  that  little  gold  went  to  the 
mint  and  the  French  currency  became  largely  composed  of  silver.  In  1838  it  is  estimated 
that  gold  accounted  for  only  5%  of  the  coins  in  circulation. 

After  1850,  however,  the  situation  just  described  dramatically  reversed  itself.  The 
great  American  Gold  Rush  to  California  in  1848  was  followed  by  the  discoveries  of  gold  in 
Australia  in  1850  and  a huge  increase  in  production  from  the  Russian  mines  in  Siberia.  In 
the  twenty-five  years  between  1851  and  1875  more  gold  was  mined  than  had  been  produced 
in  the  previous  357  years  since  the  discovery  of  America  in  1492.  The  world  stocks  were 
doubled.  As  a result,  gold  became  cheaper  in  relation  to  silver.  In  France  silver  began  to 
disappear.  Because  the  smaller  silver  coins  were  proportional  in  weight  and  fineness  to  the 
5 Franc  pieces,  small  change  became  a problem.  The  only  country  that  did  not  suffer  from 
upheaval  was  England,  which  had  adopted  a gold  standard  in  1816,  with  a token  silver 
coinage.  While  it  wasn’t  until  1864  that  France  reduced  the  weight  and  fineness  of  her 
fractional  silver  in  order  to  keep  it  in  circulation,  this  step  had  been  taken  by  the  United 
States  in  1853  and  Switzerland  in  1860. 

The  monetary  experiences  of  France  have  been  outlined  here  because  that  country  was 
a dominent  Continental  power  and  because  her  currency  system  had  been  adoi)ted  by 
other  nations.  Belgium  did  so  in  1831,  Switzerland  in  1850,  as  did  some  of  the  Italian  States, 
and  the  kingdom  of  Italy  after  1862.  These  countries  gave  legal  tender  power  to  French 
coins.  The  general  currency  problems  that  affected  France  also  operated  in  these  countries. 
In  order  to  help  solve  the  problem,  Belgium  made  overtures  to  France  that  resulted  in  tlic 
formation  of  an  international  currency  organization  on  December  23,  1865,  known  as  the 
Latin  Monetary  Union.  The  immediate  purpose  of  the  Union  was  to  introduce  uniformity 
in  the  subsidiary  silver  coinages  of  the  member  States,  France,  Belgium,  Switzerland  and 
Italy.  It  was  agreed  that  all  minor  coins  should  be  struck  in  .835  fine  silver  and  the  issue 
limited  to  6 Francs  per  head  of  the  population.  The  Five  Franc  pieces  were  left  at  the  .900 
fine  standard  and  were  unlimited  legal  tender.  This  meant  that  anyone  could  take  silver 
bullion  to  the  mint  and  have  it  struck  into  Five  Franc  pieces  that  were  exchangeable  into 
gold  to  any  amount.  The  ratio  was  left  at  15^  to  1.  In  other  words,  the  double  standard 
of  gold  and  silver  was  still  adhered  to.  No  one  wanted  to  admit  the  hard  economic  facts 
or  recognize  the  inherent  evils  of  the  system.  Among  the  foremost  international  expo- 
nents of  the  Bi-metallic  Standard  was  the  United  States,  thanks  to  the  strong  i)olitical 
pressures  exerted  by  the  new  Western  mining  States  that  were  beginning  to  find  silver  in 
quantity. 
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In  the  late  1860’s  the  silver  that  had  been  displaced  by  gold  was  largely  absorbed  in 
the  Far  East.  By  1870,  however,  several  new  forces  began  to  operate  that  were  to  doom 
silver  as  a real  monetary  metal.  The  Eastern  demand  for  silver  declined.  1 he  abundance  of 
gold  began  to  make  the  idea  of  a Gold  Standard  popular.  In  this  connection,  the  billion 
dollar  war  indemnity  paid  by  France  to  Germany  after  1871  enabled  that  country  to  adopt 
gold  and  reject  silver.  Finally  in  the  same  period  there  developed  the  really  stupendous 
production  of  silver  from  the  American  mines  in  the  W est.  1 he  new  silver  flood  came  just 
at  a time  when  the  demand  for  the  white  metal  for  coinage  purpose  had  begun  to  slacken. 

The  results  that  followed  these  events  can  be  imagined.  In  dominating  the  Union,  and 
remaining  persistently  blind  to  her  own  monetary  history,  h ranee  had  blundered.  1 he 
nations  in  the  Union  were  commited  to  an  unlimited  Issue  of  hive  Franc  pieces  at  a time 
when  the  value  of  the  metal  had  begun  to  decline,  and  they  were  legally  bound  to  ex- 
change these  coins  for  gold.  In  1873  Belgium  limited  the  coinage  of  the  large  pieces  and 
France  followed  her  example.  In  1874  the  members  of  the  Union  agreed  to  the  principle 
of  the  limited  issue.  Both  Belgium  and  Switzerland  wished  a total  prohibition  of  the  coin- 
age but  again  France  insisted  on  the  compromise.  It  was  not  until  1876  that  h ranee  rec- 
ognized the  inevitable  and  closed  her  mints  to  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  although  cpiota 
issues  were  continued  up  until  1878.  The  back  of  the  Uatin  Alonetary  Union  had  been 
broken.  All  the  nations  involved  wished  for  the  gold  standard  except  France. 

It  was  noted  above  that  the  Union  did  not  expire  until  1926.  The  explanation  of  the 
apparent  continuance  of  an  organization  that  had  been  formed  for  the  sole  puri)ose  of 
bringing  order  into  the  fractional  coins  of  the  member  states  long  after  that  problem 
had  been  settled,  can  be  explained  very  briefly.  1 he  fact  was  that  the  countries  concerned 
\vere  overloaded  with  the  large  silver  coins  that  they  had  so  foolishly  struck  in  Quantities. 
None  of  the  Governments  wished  to  be  faced  with  the  losses  that  would  result  from  the 
Immediate  redemption  of  these  coins  in  gold.  So  the  Union  continued  as  a means  for 
gradually  arranging  to  absorb  the  bulk  of  now  useless  and  cheap  silver  coins.  I he  prob- 
lem lasted  until  after  World  War  I.  From  the  Numismatist’s  point  of  view,  the  Latin 
Union  was  a tragedy.  Its  activities  resulted  in  a great  quantity  of  handsome  coins  all 
clumped  together  in  one  period  so  that  they  are  almost  too  common,  while  it  pi  evented 
later  issues  with  changed  designs.  Only  Italy  seems  to  have  evaded  the  regulations  in  con- 
nection with  certain  5 Lire  pieces  of  Victor  Emmanuel  III  before  1914.  For  the  Collector, 
however,  there  is  an  additional  difficulty.  While  the  coins  in  question  are  generally  too 
common  to  be  even  interesting,  it  is  difficult  to  get  some  of  them  in  Uncirculated.  In  this 
connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  while  Spain  was  never  a member  of  the  Union,  after 
1868  she  adoiited  the  French  currency  system,  with  the  Peseta  of  the  same  weight  and 
fineness  as  the  Franc.  Spain  continued  to  emidiasize  the  use  of  silver  long  after  other 
countries  had  given  it  up,  so  that  5 Peseta  pieces  were  not  prohibited  until  1901.  In  our  list 
of  Davenport  Crowns  in  this  issue  you  will  find  a nice  selection  of  the  coins  of  the  Latin 
Union,  many  in  choice  condition.

“IM)F’ULAR  CRAZE  FOR  JEWELRY  MADE  OF  ANCIENT  COINS 

Wc  reprint  the  followinjr  from  a New  York  i)ai>er,  as  a matter  of  numismatic  interest. 
; is  doubtful  if  some  of  the  values  given  are  not  considerably  exaggerated,  and  while 
le  destruction  of  some  choice  antique  coins,  and  the  appearance  of  new  forgeries,  is 
reatly  to  be  regretted,  yet  we  hope  that  one  good  result  of  this  “popular  craze”  will 
E to  increase  the  appreciation  of  the  beauties  of  ancient  art  as  displayed  on  coins. 

‘A  zealous  numismatist  lately  said  it  is  impossible  at  present,  either  in  London, 
Paris,  or  New  York,  to  sui>ply  the  demand  for  genuine  antique  coins  in  gold  or 
silver,  from  the  poi)ular  i)assion  for  jewelry  made  of  old  money.  This  ])assion  has 
created  an  unusually  brisk  market  for  such  coins,  and  thousands  of  them  have 
been  manufactured  by  jewelers  into  quaint  and  pretty  articles.  Considerable 
ingenuity  has  been  displayed  in  working  them  into  watch-cases,  bracelets,  sleeve- 
buttons,  earrings,  necklaces,  scarf-i>ins  and  rings.  The  coins  which  arc  principally 
in  demand  for  this  purpose  are  the  most  artistic  ones  belonging  to  the  Fourth 
Century  B.  C.  These  are  Greek  coins,  and  in  gold,  the  Stater  is  most  frcfiuently 
used,  while  in  silver  the  Tetradrachm  and  Drachm  are  seen  more  often  than  any 
other.  Some  jewelers  have  become  quite  skillful  in  matching  the  ornamentation  of 
the  settings  with  the  historical  character  of  the  coin. 

This  style  of  jewelry  is  expensive  when  genuine  ancient  coins  are  used.  Some 
coins  cost  a great  deal  of  money,  as  any  coin  collector  well  knows.  I am  accpiainted 
with  a gentleman  who  wears,  on  his  scarf,  a coin  pin  for  which  he  paid  $600.00. 

The  value  of  an  ancient  coin  is  regulated  first  by  its  rarity,  and  next  by  its  degree 
of  preservation.  People  very  naturally  attach  more  imi)ortance  to  the  identity 
and  i)erfcct  authenticity  of  a coin  than  to  its  beauty.  Some  early  American  coins 
also  are  very  valuable  and  eagerly  sought  after. 

The  present  fashion  of  making  jewelry  from  antique  coins  and  medals  had 
its  origin  in  France,  where  ladies  of  wealth  take  great  pride  in  disi)laying  neck- 
laces and  bracelets  of  very  old  and  rare  coins.  Some  of  these  ])ieces  cost  their 
owners  thousands  of  Francs.  The  Duchess  of  St.  Albans,  it  is  said,  has  some  of  the 
most  costly  jewelry  of  this  kind  extent.  The  Roman  coin  called  Aureus  is  now 
especially  in  demand  for  ladies  jewelry,  (ireek  coins  from  the  8th  Century  B.  C. 
down  to  the  Christian  era,  and  Roman  coins  from  the  3rd  Century  Ik  C.  down  to 
the  Medieval  period,  are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  jewelry,  and  they  range  in 
price  all  the  way  from  $.50  to  $5,000.00.  (3f  course,  by  far  the  greater  number  of  the 
coin  ornaments  made  and  sold  in  this  country  are  of  an  inexpensive  character. 
Cientlemen’s  scarf-pins,  costing  $10.00,  $20. 00, or  $30.00  are  quite  popular  this 
year  and  many  retail  jewelers  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  enough  of 
them  to  meet  the  demand.  During  the  past  few  months  almost  every  ship  that 
comes  from  France  brings  several  hundred  ancient  coins  and  yet  the  cry  is  for 
more.  These  coins  come  from  Italy  and  Greece  and  they  are  found  in  many 
different  ways  and  places.  ICxcavations  for  new  buildings  have  brought  to  light  a 
great  many  and  the  construction  of  railways,  particularly  in  Greece,  where 
numerous  cuts  have  to  be  made,  has  yielded  a rich  harvest  to  the  coin  collector. 

The  earth,  it  must  be  remembered,  was  the  bank  of  the  ancients,  who  frequently 
buried  large  sums  of  money  for  safe  keeping.  It  was  customary,  even  for  armies, 
to  bury  their  treasures  and  the  fact  that  such  treasure  was  often  left  in  the  ground 
when  the  army  burying  it  was  repulsed  or  driven  away,  exi)lains  why  many 
thousand  ancient  pieces  of  gold  and  silver  are  found  together,  sometimes  by  quite 
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accidental  causes.  Occasionally,  valuable  collections  of  (ireek  and  Roman  coins 
have  been  revealed  by  the  uprooting  of  trees  by  the  wind.  It  is  always  from  the 
earth  that  the  antique  coins  are  taken,  and  Greece  and  Italy  abound  in  patient, 
intelligent  and  industrious  searchers. 

The  growth  of  the  popular  craze  for  coin  jewelry  has,  by  increasing  the 
demand  for  ancient  coins,  increased  the  numlier  of  forgeries.  1 he  market  is 
flooded  with  cleverly  executed  imitations  ; the  most  common  are  made  by  taking 
a mold  of  each  side  of  some  antique  coin,  and  then  casting  gold,  silver  or  bronze 
in  the  mold.  These  forged  coins  are  produced  in  every  country,  and  sometimes 
a great  deal  of  pain  is  taken  to  bury  them  somewdiere  in  Greece  or  Italy,  and 
have  them  dug  again  with  great  publicity.  An  old  dealer  in  antique  articles  thinks 
there  is  a clique  of  forgers  of  ancient  coins  somewhere  in  Rew  \ ork  or  New 
Jersey,  for  he  has  seen  numerous  specimens  of  their  handiwork  lately.  Many  of 
the  coin  scarf-pins,  earrings,  bracelets,  etc.,  are  made  of  forged  ancient  coins, 
and  are  sold  at  high  prices.  Some  are  so  admirable  that  none  but  the  most  skillful 
experts  can  distinguish  them  from  the  genuine  ; but  they  are  generally  cast,  and 
therefore  have  not  the  weight  of  the  genuine  compressed  coin.  A zealous  numis- 
matist, by  studying  the  distinctive  features  of  antique  art,  can  readily  detect  a 
bogus  antique  coin. 

One  of  the  smallest  antique  coins  ever  made  is  the  Greek  piece  called  the 
Tartemorion,  which  is  al)out  twice  as  big  as  the  head  of  a large  pin,  and  is  worth 
about  $.50.  The  Didrachms  — silver  coins  first  struck  in  the  8th  Century  B.  C. 
are  used  a great  deal  for  pins  and  bracelets.  They  cost  from  $2.00  up  to  $200.00. 
Syracuse  coins  are  in  great  demand  for  brooches,  and  some  of  them  have  a market 
value  of  $500.00.  They  derive  their  chief  value  from  their  remarkable  rarity  and 
beauty  of  design.  One  uptown  jewelry  house  has  disposed  of  nearly  one  hundred 
of  these  coins,  mounted  in  different  ways,  within  the  last  two  or  three  months. 

The  most  common  style  of  setting  for  ladies  jewelry  is  the  plain  gold  bar  or  band 
used  in  making  lace  pins,  necklaces  and  bracelets. 

A quaint  bracelet  of  mixed  Roman  coins  is  said  to  have  been  sold  in  London 
some  time  ago  for  the  enormous  price  of  i800  or  $4,000.00.  It  contained  ten  coins  — 
five  Greek  and  five  Roman  — and  each  coin  represented  a distinctive  period  prior 
to  the  Christian  era.  The  largest,  and  central  piece  in  the  bracelet,  was  alone 
valued  at  $2,000.00,  it  being  more  than  2,500  years  old  and  of  great  rarity.  Amusing 
stories  are  told  of  economical  coin  fanciers  who,  in  their  anxiety  to  save  paying 
a commission  to  experts,  endeavor  to  pick  up  good  bargains  in  out-of-the-way 
places  — buying  at  first  hand,  as  they  claim.  Americans  traveling  in  Europe  are 
frequently  made  the  victims  of  the  professional  coin  forgers  and  swindlers  who 
infest  the  classic  localities.’ 

Our  numismatic  friend,  Matthew  A.  Stickney,  Esq.,  writes  that  he  has  been  lately 
shown  seven  Staters  of  Philip  and  Alexander  of  Macedon.  They  were  given  by  a prominent 
American  Banker  in  London  to  a gentleman  of  Salem,  and  were  procured  from  the  Bank 
of  England,  being  part  of  a sum  of  money  paid  by  the  Sultan.  They  were  of  gold,  in 
beautiful  condition,  and  they  may  have  been  part  of  the  plunder  of  Constantinople.  They 
<ire  to  be  strung  for  a bracelet. 

A somewhat  similar  “craze”  to  that  described  above  is  also  prevalent  among  school- 
girls who  beg  small  silver  pieces  of  their  sweethearts  and  friends,  one  side  of  which, 
liaving  been  smoothed,  is  engraved  with  the  initials  of  the  giver.  The  greater  the  variety 
m size,  or  mintage,  the  more  desirable  is  the  necklace.  A somewhat  similar  taste  has  led 
to  a call  on  the  Mint  for  new  Ten  Cent  pieces  to  be  used  in  making  bangles,  and  the 
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demand  has,  at  times,  exceeded  the  supply.  We  forbear  to  draw  comparisons  between  our 
American  girls  and  their  sisters  in  the  Orient,  since  the  ancient  philosophy  has  laid  down 
the  precept,  De  gustibus  non  disputandum.”

FOREIGN  MONEY 

We  Americans  have  several  traits  in  common.  One  of  these  is  surely  the  conviction 
that  things  were  better  in  “the  good  old  days’’.  Another  is  the  fact  that  more  of  us  travel 
to  Europe  these  days  than  ever  before.  The  majority  return  home  with  a few  pointed 
comments  about  the  mysteries  of  foreign  money.  Of  course,  none  of  our  readers  make  such 
comj)laints  we  are  sure,  because  they  are  all  seasoned  Collectors.  Nevertheless,  just  to 
emi)hasize  the  point  that  the  more  things  change,  the  more  they  can  remain  the  same,  we 
have  quoted  below  a commentary  about  foreign  coins,  written  in  1878. 

CURIOUS  FACTS  ABOUT  COINS 

“Many  of  the  antique  coinages  of  Europe  have  been  extinguished  within  living  memory. 
Tourists  in  Italy,  travelers  in  Switzerland,  arc  freed  from  the  i)cri)lexities  into  which  bat- 
zen  and  carline,  rappen  and  pauls,  baiocchi  and  liras  were  perj)Ctually  throwing  them.  Even 
the  complicated  monetary  systems  of  Germany  are  being  gradually  simplified,  and  marks, 
bancos,  stivers  and  maravedis  (a  maravedi  is  a Spanish  coin)  are  things  of  the  past.  Gone, 
too,  are  the  Irish  and  Manx  coins,  the  precise  value  of  which  has  sorely  i)crturbed  many  a 
soldier  freshly  landed  on  the  shores  of  Mona,  or  Erin,  while  the  continual  rise  in  prices  has 
eliminated  from  circulation  several  infinitesimal  pieces  of  money,  the  multiples  of  which 
survive  in  common  parlance.  No  doubt  a Turk  of  Sultan  Achmet’s  reign  could  buy  some- 
thing-a  fish,  say,  from  the  Sea  of  Marmora,  or  a half  dozen  luscious  figs  from  some  gar- 
den on  the  Bosi)horus  - for  a single  asper,  long  an  imaginary  coin.  The  i)ara,  that  tiny,  fish- 
shaped scraji  of  base  metal,  is  fast  becoming  as  mythical  as  its  tiny  ])rcdecessor,  or  as  the 
milree  of  Brazil,  the  English  mite,  the  liard  of  France.  When  nothing  can  be  bought  for 
one  of  these  Lilliputian  life  drops  of  the  financial  circulation,  it  naturally  loses  the  ultimate 
reason  for  its  existence.  The  relative  cheapness  of  a country  may  be  guessed  by  the  low- 
ness of  its  humblest  unit  as  regards  coinage.  Thus  Belgium  and  Germany,  where  a real 
centime,  a real  kreutzer,  a genuine  silbergroschen  can  be  seen  and  handled,  are  certainly 
more  thrifty  and  economical  than  France,  where  the  half-sou  is  at  the  bottom  of  the 
fiscal  ladder.  One  curious  result  of  the  opening  of  Japan  to  W’estern  commerce  was  to  dis- 
close a land  in  which,  thanks  to  a persistent  policy  of  isolation,  silver  retained  its  relative 
value  with  respect  to  gold,  as  in  the  days  of  our  own  Edward  the  Third,  and  was  certainly 
unaffected  by  the  great  supplies  of  bullion  which  America  has  sent  across  the  Atlantic,  The 
difference  was  as  thirteen  to  one,  as  compared  to  sixteen  to  one  and  large  gains  were  real- 
ized by  the  fortunate  pioneers  of  traffic  at  Nagasaki.  The  sfjuare  or  oblong  gold  and  silver 
itzebues  of  Japan  have  little  similarity  to  cither  Asiatic  or  European  coins.  With  resi)ect  to 
the  amount  of  coined  money  in  existence,  it  has  been  roughly  calculated  that  the  mines  of 
the  New  World,  during  the  three  centuries  succeeding  the  discovery  of  America,  about 
doubled  the  Old  World’s  stock  of  the  i)recious  metals,  with  a prci)onderance  in  favor  of 
silver;  while  since  then  Australia  and  California  have  poured  their  yellow  store  into  the 
market,  cheapening  money  and  enhancing  the  cost  of  other  commodities.  A great  and  in- 
creasing proportion  of  these  supplies,  however,  is  absorbed  in  the  industrial  arts,  and  it  has 
been  reckoned  that  out  of  every  three  ounces  of  the  virgin  ore  extracted  from  the  mine, 
only  one  ever  enters  the  doors  of  a mint,  or  undergoes  the  ajjotheosis  of  being  converted 
into  current  coin.”

IMF>ERIAL  SYMBOLS  ON  SASSANTAN  COINS 


If  you  are  at  all  interested  in  coins,  you  do  not  have  to  he  told  what  makes  them  so 
fascinating.  People  of  all  ages  have  seen  in  their  coins  first-class  symbols  of  the  sover- 
eignty of  their  country.  Coins  w'cre,  from  the  first,  pieces  of  metal  whose  value  was  war- 
ranted by  the  government  that  issued  them.  Although  today  few  governments  guarantee 
the  intrinsic  metal  worth  of  a coin,  yet  they  do  guarantee  the  buying  power  and  the  ex-

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cliange  rate  of  their  coins.  It  can  be  said  that  coins  have  always  been  tlie  instrument  by 
which  governments  regulate  the  business  and  the  daily  life  of  their  citizens.  Since  money 
is  so  important,  rulers  have  felt  that  they  must  impress  their  most  venerable,  most  sacred 
symbols  on  it.  You  will  find,  over  and  over  again,  that  the  designs  on  coins  show  not  mere 
l)olitical  symbols  but  religious  images  as  well.  Many  of  these  obviously  were  chosen  for 
their  relation  to  the  political  authority  which  issued  the  coins.  The  design  was  chosen  to 
show  how  political  power  is  authorized  “by  the  (irace  of  (iod”.  In  addition,  the  different 
relations  existing  between  religious  and  civil  authority  are  indicated  by  the  designs  of  the 
coinage.  For  examide,  there  is  an  infinite  difference  between  a Roman  coin  of  the  early 
Kmpire,  showing  the  Kmi)eror  as  a god,  and  the  coin  of  a late  Christian  Roman  h'mperor, 
showing  the  ruler  upholding  the  Cross. 

In  no  coinage  is  this  religious  and  political  symbolism  so  significant  as  in  that  of  the 
New  Persian  Empire  of  the  Sassanids,  from  the  3rd  to  the  7th  Centuries  A.D.  The  culture 
of  that  period  and  region  was  particularly  concerned  with  the  essential  cliaracter  of  sym- 
bols and  images.  Images,  or  “icons",  were  felt  to  contain  some  of  th.e  essence  of  the  things 
pictured.  It  was  believed  that  visible  things  were  images  of  their  invisible  eternal  ideas. 
Symbols  are  meaningful  not  only  in  the  sacramental  practices  of  religion,  but  also  in  the 
working  of  law  and  government.  We  all  know  that  a king  cannot  be  imagined  without  a 
crown  and  a coronation.  The  Sassanian  rulers  were  distinguished  by  their  insistance  on 
the  sacred  nature  of  the  Empire.  Indeed,  the  New  Persian  Em])ire  was  so  much  of  a 
religious  State  that  it  might  well  be  called  a theocracy,  if  it  were  not  for  one  fundamental 
feature  of  that  Emi)ire  and  its  culture. 


The  Sassanid  Empire  was,  in  theocratic  fashion,  entirely  inspired  by  its  established 
religion.  The  religion  of  our  Wise  Lord  Mazda,  revealed  by  his  ])rophet  Zarathustra,  and 
l>rofessed  in  its  present  form  by  the  Parsees  of  India,  was  the  bNtablished  Church  of 
Persia.  I am  aware  that,  as  a result  of  recent  research,  this  statement  is  subject  to  im- 
portant qualifications.  Traditions  of  different  i)riesthoods  and  schools,  or,  what  is  much 
the  same,  of  different  racial  elements,  all  went  into  the  making  of  the  Sassanid  bNtab- 
listment.  Although  this  was  shaken  by  politico-religious  revolutions  at  various  times, 
the  fact  remains  that  Sassanid  Persia  based  its  self-respect  on  being  a realm  of  Cood 
Teaching,  the  true  faith;  a faith  whose  conspicuous  symbols  were  the  Scriptures  of  the 
Avesta,  and  the  Sacred  Fire. 

Both  the  Scriptures  of  Mazdaism  and  the  fire-cult  were,  however,  essentially  con- 
nected with  what  has  been  referred  to  above  as  a fundamental  feature  of  Persian  belief, 
the  idea  of  the  Sacred  Empire.  The  idea  of  the  one  sui)remc  sacred  earthly  authority 
(handed  on  to  the  Aloslem  Ismailis,  who  claim  descent  from  a Sassanid  Princess)  is  deeply 
imbedded  in  Persian  thought.  This  authority  is  resident  in  Persia-Iran,  because  Iran  was 
regarded  as  the  central  seat  of  human  culture.  The  claim  will  api)ear  less  fanciful,  if  we 
remember  that  essential  agricultural  plants  like  wheat  and  the  vine  do  come  from  the 
Caucasian  border  of  Iran.  Iran,  or  its  north-west  corner,  Azerbeydzhan,  was  also  con- 
sidered the  home  of  the  Sacred  Eire  (naturally-ignited  oil  wells)  and  the  center  of  the 
world,  placed  as  it  is  between  the  Black,  Mediterranean,  Caspian  and  Persian  Seas.  This 
authority  is  “the  Kingdom  and  the  Power  and  the  Glory",  a sui)ernatural  radiance  that 
may  or  may  not  be  visible  to  mortal  eyes.  It  rested  upon  tlie  sole  true  heir  of  an  lmi)crial 
line  that  went  back  by  uninterrupted  descent  to  the  origin  of  the  world.  Just  as  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  is  nothing  but  the  struggle  between  this  sacred  legitimate  Iinjicrial  line 
and  the  diverse  barbarians  and  infidels  in  rebellion  against  it,  so  the  reigns  of  the  succeed- 
ing sacred  Monarchs  constituted  the  heaven-appointed  epochs  of  a great  cosmic  era.  The 
story  of  the  Emperors  and  of  their  successive  l)ut  related  dynasties,  was  told  in  the  Scrip- 
tures. These,  in  turn,  inspired  historians  and  poets. 
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Let  me  now  warn  the  coin-collecting  reader  that  I am  not  wasting  his  time.  Sassanian 
beliefs  were  directly  connected  with  the  Sassanid  coinage.  One  face  of  the  coinage  bears 
the  altar  with  the  Sacred  Fire  because  of  the  Imjierial  significance  of  that  fire.  Not  only 
was  the  Sacred  Fire  divided  into  fires,  corresponding  to  social  classes,  with  the  Royal 
Fire  given  due  precedence,  but  within  this  scheme,  each  Emperor  had  his  own  individual 
fire.  This  fire  was  bodily  carried  before  him  on  a portable  altar.  It  embodied  his  Majesty 
and  his  victory,  and  was  coeval  with  his  regnal  years. 

We  have  explained  how  each  Emperor  had  his  own  fire,  his  own  cosmic-historic  epoch, 
his  own  world-order.  Equally  important,  each  had  his  own  Destiny,  or  the  spirit  that 
brings  divine  Law  and  Order  into  history  by  giving  legitimate  power  to  the  ruler.  To  show 
this,  each  Great  King  had  his  own  crown,  made  for  him  in  a new  significant  form.  If  the 
heir  to  the  Persian  throne  had  already  been  king,  as  provincial  governor  or  as  his  father’s 
helper,  he  took  a new.  Imperial  crown  upon  his  accession.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point 
out  the  advantage  which  this  custom  offers  to  numismatics.  In  the  New  Persian  Empire, 
there  is  none  of  the  confusion  which  makes  the  numismatics  of  their  predecessors,  the 
Parthian  Great  Kings,  so  difficult.  Each  sovereign  has  his  distinctive  crown,  to  mark  him 
as  the  lord  of  one  blessed  cosmic  epoch. 

In  spite  of  the  variations,  however,  certain  features  are  common  to  most  or  many  of 
these  successive  crowns.  To  begin  with,  there  is  the  ball  above  the  diadem.  This  was, 
apparently,  at  first  nothing  but  the  mass  of  hair,  caught  into  a kind  of  chignon.  Then  the 
ball  is  raised  higher  and  higher,  and  at  last  there  is  a round  tuft.  a])i’)arently  made  rather 
like  a tassel,  raised  on  a stalk.  The  fillet  or  cap  which  encom])asscs  this  ball  is  decorated 
with  stars,  so  that  obviously  it  signifies  the  heavenly  globe.  The  Sun  is  signified  by  a great 
gem  or  pearl  on  the  front  part  of  the  diadem.  This  jewel  was  considered  the  embodiment 
of  the  sun,  not  just  a valuable  ornament  contrived  by  the  jeweller’s  art.  It  was  believed  to 
be  unique,  and  many  tales  were  told  of  its  origins  and  magic  powers.  Similar  stories  are 
told  about  the  jewels  in  the  Imperial  crowns  of  W'estern  Europe  today.  A more  detailed 
discussion  of  the  jewel  would  require  us  to  discuss  the  whole  subject  of  the  “Pearl  of 
Great  Price”  regarded  as  an  Oriental  symbol  for  the  Soul  and  the  divine  spark  in  man.  It 
will  suffice  for  our  purpose  to  emphasize  that  the  Emperor,  as  the  central  man  of  the 
world,  was  very  properly  entitled  to  disi)lay  this  symbol. 

The  diadem  itself,  i.  e.,  the  head-band,  is  terminated  in  long  plaited  ribbons.  These 
are,  of  course,  familiar  to  us  from  the  Imperial  crown  of  the  West  and  the  crowns  of 
Austria  and  of  Russia.  In  Persia,  they  are  a widely  used  symbol  of  Empire.  These  diadem- 
ribbons  also  served  to  distinguish  the  Iini)crial  beasts,  heraldic  symbols  worked  into  the 
precious  cloths  by  the  Court  weavers. 

The  crowns  and  robes  of  the  Persian  Emperors,  as  i)ortrayed  on  their  coins  and  the 
rims  of  these  coins  themselves,  are  often  decorated  with  the  Crescent  and  Star.  The  Moon 
itself  has  long  been  regarded  as  a heavenly  being.  Indeed,  in  some  religions  it  is  the  chief 
divinity.  The  Moon’s  particular  significance  is  based  on  the  way  the  course  of  time  is 
governed.  This,  in  turn,  suggests  the  dependance  of  the  Calendar  on  the  Sovereign  of  the 
World-Empire.  The  combination  of  Star  (Venus)  and  Crescent,  again,  is  an  astrological 
conjunction  of  particular  meaning,  full  of  promise  for  the  ruler.  One  of  the  principal  titles 
of  the  Great  King  was  “Brother  of  Sun  and  Moon”.  It  was  natural  for  these  heavenly 
bodies  to  be  represented  on  his  jewels  as  accompanying  him. 

The  heavenly  symbols  were  all  the  more  appropriate  because  the  Emperor  himself 
was  regarded  as  a celestial  being.  We  will  let  students  of  comparative  religion  define  the 
divinity  supposed  to  reside  in  an  Emperor,  or  in  any  individual  Emperor,  of  Iran. 
In  any  case,  each  of  them  claimed  a divine  status.  For  that  reason,  both  the  throne 
and  the  crown  are  frequently  pictured  with  wings.  This  meant  that  the  Emperor 
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resided,  as  it  were,  in  heaven.  Indeed  the  throne-room  was  decorated  after  a cosmic  scheme 
to  support  this  idea.  In  tlie  same  way,  the  i)air,  or  pairs,  of  winj.^s,  which  the  coinai.?e  shows 
in  the  crowns  of  several  Kmperors,  implies  that  this  heavenly  l)eing  has  a divine  crown, 
which  includes  heavenly  bodies. 

Ilefore  we  conclude,  let  me  mention  that  in  Persia,  the  significant  numbers  4 and  7 
have  an  Im])erial  meaning.  Not  only  did  the  luuperor’s  supremacy  extend  over  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth,  Iran  and  the  six  barbarian  continents  in  the  Persian  map  of  tlie 
world,  hut  the  stars  in  their  courses,  particularly  the  seven  planets,  symbolized  his  au- 
thority. In  turn,  his  Court  had  seven  hereditary  great  offices  of  State. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  all  these  superhuman  imperial  i)retensions  often  collided 
with  facts.  In  the  first  place,  we  must  note  the  martyrdom  of  Christians  who  refused  to  he 
forcibly  converted  to  Mazdaism  and  the  heroic  resistance  of  the  Christian  Armenians.  In 
the  second  place,  we  notice  the  military  defeats  and  interior  rebellions  that  struck  the 
House  of  Sassan.  The  wide  international  use  of  Sassanid  coins,  and  their  imitation  by 
other  princes,  bore  witness  to  the  wealth  and  power  and  prestige  of  the  Kmpire  in  its 
heyday.  In  the  same  way,  interruptions  and  modifications  of  minting  recall  the  calamities 
of  the  dynasty. 

In  this  way,  Sassanid  coinage  illustrates  the  history  of  an  era,  as  the  coinage  of  other 
times  does.  The  poetic  flights,  in  which  the  Persians  indulged  in  the  glorification  of  this 
particular  Empire,  give  a special  romance  to  the  Sassanid  series  of  coins.

The  Province  of  SILESIA,  divided  into  several  Duchies,  was,  after  the 
14th  Century,  part  of  the  Kingdom  of  Bohemia,  and  therefore  included  in  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire.  In  1743  a large  area  was  absorbed  by  Prussia.  Today 
the  Herman  part  of  Silesia  is  occupied  by  Poland,  while  the  smaller  Bohemian 
section  belongs  to  Czechoslovakia.  All  Silesian  Ducal  Talers  are  very  rare.
